The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen• 
ate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section one of chapter twenty-four oflinnerttla b, 
the general laws of 1868, entitled "an act to amend 111""r11 .3.1-  

• section fifty-five of chapter one hundred and thirty-
seven of the revised statutes, entitled 'of evidence,'" 
approved March 10, 1863, is hereby amended, by in-
serting the words "or court commissioner," after the 
words "county judge," where they occur in the sev-
enth line from the top in said section; also, by inserting 
the words "or court commissioner," after the word 
"judo" in the eighth line from the bottom of said 
section.
